GETTING WRECKED 


Everybody gets a kick out of ocean tankers pretending they’re submarines 


After colliding with another ship on

The cargo included 2,863 BMWs, Volvos 
and Saabs valued at $45 million. This 
marked the fourth time in history that 
a ship named Tricolor has sunk. 


A couple thousand luxury cars ain’t 
nothing compared to the most costly 
“shipwreck ever. After a 15-year search, 
former chicken farmer Mel Fisher found 
the Nuestra Senora de Atocha off Key 
West, FL, in 1985—along with her 39.4 
tons of gold and silver, and 70 pounds of 
emeralds. The loot was valued at more 
than $400 million. It’s no wonder peo- 
ple keep looking for sunken booty, with 
an estimated 65,000 ships still resting 
on the ocean floors off North America. 


The 24 crew members aboard the 
Tricolor were rescued. Not as lucky were 
the victims of the world’s worst ferry 
disaster. In the early hours of December 
21, 1987, the Philippine vessel Dona Paz 
collided with the tanker Vector. Both 
sank in minutes—the Doria Paz losing 
more than 4,000 passengers as a result. 


Despite international media coverage 
of the Tricolor’s sinking, five massive 
buoys, constant radio warnings, an 
enhanced radar ping that made the 
wreck detectable 18 miles away anda 
French naval vessel permanently sta- 
tioned nearby, another vessel ran into 
the wreck on New Year’s Day 2003. The 
Turkish ship was carrying 70,000 tons of 
kerosene. Of this mishap, a frustrated 
French navy commander said, “We do 
not know how this is possible.” (sB)

chilling wind 
whipped across the 
field, and the row 
of five bodies that 
lay limply in the 
snow. Moments 
earlier, Heidi 
Smith had heard 
four gunshots 
amid pleas for mercy as she knelt on 
the frozen ground. Then there was a 
clap of thunder at the back of her 
head and everything went gray and 
starry. She didn’t move, until a kick 
to the back sent her sprawling in 
the snow. Laying there dazed but 
conscious, she could hear footsteps 
crunching through snow, the sound 
of doors slamming shut and the rev 
of a truck engine rumbling to life. 
She remained motionless and 


| helpless as the truck approached 


and then rolled over her body. 
When the truck’s sound had 
faded to silence, Heidi found that 
though her head was bleeding 
badly, she could still move. Turning 
her head, she could see the 
crumpled bodies of her friends. One 
by one Heidi called their names, 
but they didn’t reply. Beside her lay 
her boyfriend, blood still pumping 
from the fresh bullet wound in 
his head, as well as from his eyes. 
Heidi stripped off the only garment 
protecting her from the single-digit 
temperature, rolled him over and 
wrapped her sweater around his 
head, hoping to stem the bleeding. 
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When she stood up, Heidi could 


| see what looked like a rural airport 

| in the distance. In the other direc- 

| tion she saw a house decorated 

| with Christmas lights, and she began 
| jogging toward it. Avoiding the 


roadway so she wouldn't encounter 
her attackers again, Heidi ran for 
more than a mile through the crusty

It was nearly 3 a.m. when Steve 
Johnson and his wife opened their 
door to what was the beginning 
of a horror show.

doorstep, shivering and bleeding 
profusely. As they wrapped her in 
blankets, Heidi insisted that they 
call 911 immediately. She began to 
tell her story to Johnson, who then 
relayed it to a police emergency 
operator, but he couldn't keep up 
and handed her the phone. Speaking 
as quickly and clearly as she could, 
Heidi rattled off the sickening 
events of the past five hours, urging 
the police to send help, as her 
boyfriend might still be alive. 

“She hurried to get out as much 
information as she could,” Johnson 
recalls. “She was afraid she wouldn't 
survive and she wanted everything 
she knew to be known by the police.” 
The one thing Heidi wouldn't be 
able to explain, or probably ever 
understand, was why any of this 
had ever happened. 


The evening of December 14, 2000, 

had started out like most others 
for 25-year-old Heidi Smith (her 
name has been changed), and her 
26-year-old boyfriend Jason Befort. 
Jason came home from coaching 
basketball to the house he shared 
with two friends in Wichita, KS. 
Heidi sat in bed in Jason's upstairs 
bedroom and graded her students’ 
papers while watching ER. Jason's 
roommate Aaron Sander, 29, 
shared a glass of wine downstairs 
with his 25-year-old longtime 
friend Heather Muller. The other 
roommate, Brad Heyka, 27, was 
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| 
out to Heidi, and forced him to have | 
sex with her. The dreadful violation | 


| slumped in front of the wide-screen 
TV downstairs. A little after 10 p.m., 
Jason locked up the house, turned 
off all the lights and crawled into 

| bed with Heidi. 

A few minutes later, Heidi was 
startled awake by the glare of the 
porch light coming on. A knock at 
the door had been answered by one 
of the roommates. She heard people 
talking, presumably the roommates, 


and then seconds later, the bedroom 


door burst open. At the edge of the 
bed, a man clutching a handgun 
ripped the blankets from the bed. 

| Before she or Jason could react, 
another man barged into the room, 
dragging Aaron by the shirt. “Who 
else is in the house?” one of them 
barked. Heidi admitted that two 
more people were downstairs. The 
other man quickly did a search 

of the house and returned with 
Heather and Brad. 

“Where's the safe?” one of the 
assailants demanded. The five 
friends swore there wasn’t any 
hidden loot and waited as one of 
the men tore through the house 
looking for valuables. As the 
realization that they were being 
| robbed settled in, the victims were 
| ordered to strip naked. With no 
choice but to comply, they all 
pulled off their clothes. 


Reginald Carr, 23, and his 20-year- 
old brother, Jonathan, weren't 
simply burglars. They were two 
maniacal thugs who had spent the 
past eight days on a bloodthirsty 
spree of robbery, kidnapping and

murder. Their crimes began with 
the carjacking of a 23-year-old man 
outside a convenience store. Four 


| days later, they murdered 55-year- 


old Ann Walenta in her car. Tonight 
would mark the climax of their 
rampage, and it began sadistically. 
Leaving the three men to stand 
in a crowded closet, the Carrs took 
the two girls to an alcove area just 
outside of Jason’s bedroom and, at 


| gunpoint, ordered them to perform 


oral sex on each other. The two 


| women endured the taunts and 
faci of the Carrs as they did their 


| best to appease them—and stay 
| alive. Once the brothers were 


| sufficiently amused, they returned

Woman testifies that Carrs killed her friends in a soccer field 


of Heidi was repeated with Jason 


| and then again with Aaron. 


Far from being aroused by forced 


rape, none of the men could achieve 
| an erection, so they were beaten

| attempted to resist when it was his 
| turn, but he was pistol-whipped in 


| the back of the head and forced to 
| continue. When they were finished 


| the closet, and Heather was brought 


with her, Heidi was thrown back in 


out to endure the same sickening 
assault. Aaron refused again, and 
was beaten viciously with a golf 
club. He was then given three

beatings and painful cries followed. 
The Carrs’ attentions eventually 


| turned to their original purpose 


| pulled out a diamond ring and asked 


for invading the house: robbery. 
Having found little to take, they 
devised a plan to ferry the hostages 
one by one to ATMs and extract as 
much cash as possible from their 
accounts. While Brad drove with 
Reginald, Jonathan guarded the 
house and searched for anything 
worth stealing. Rummaging around 
in Jason's bedroom, Jonathan 


Heather whose it was. Heather 
hesitated before explaining that it 
was Jason’s—he intended to give it 


| to Heidi for their engagement. 
| Jonathan pocketed it, and then, 


pulling Heidi from the closet, he 


directed her to “get on all fours and 


get herself wet” and raped her. 
Heidi was the third person to 
go on a trip to the ATM with 
Reginald, and while they were 
out, he asked what Jonathan had 
done to her. She replied, “He 
forced me to have sex with him,” 
to which Reginald laughed. He 
asked whether it was better than 
being with her boyfriend. Heidi, 
in a bid to appease him, said it 
was. Reginald was pleased and

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started calling her Shorty. “He 

said that I was cute and we 
probably would've hit it off

stances,” Heidi recalls. With 
Reginald warming to her, Heidi 
asked, “Are you going to shoot us?” 
He said no, but hoping to cement

| again, “Do you promise you're not 


going to kill us?” He promised. 
The Carr brothers maxed out 
their captives’ cards—they netted 
a mere $1,800—and went back to 
sexually torturing the women. 
Reginald raped Heidi in the dining 
room, during which he told her,

you... yet,” ominously going back 
on his word. 

It was now well past midnight, 
and the Carrs had to decide what 
to do with five witnesses to their 
horrific crimes. The captives were 
taken to the garage, where the men 
were stuffed naked into the trunk of 
Aaron's Honda. Heather rode in the 
front with Jonathan; Heidi, wearing 
only a sweatshirt, went with Reginald 
| in Jason’s truck. 

With the Honda leading, the 
Carrs drove around Wichita for 


nearly half an hour. The two vehicles | 


finally pulled onto a remote road by 

a field, and Heidi was told to sit 

with Heather in the Honda as the

the trunk and had them kneel in 

a row, facing away from the car. 
Heidi remembers saying to Heather, 
“They're going to shoot us now.” The 


| Carrs’ intentions became terrifyingly 


clear as Jonathan ordered the 
women to kneel on either end of the 
row. The Carrs walked briskly behind 
the line, firing a bullet into each of 
their heads. The last thing Heidi 


| remembers hearing was Aaron 


pleading, “Please, no, sir, please,” 
before he was silenced forever. 


Heidi Smith was the lone survivor 
of the five victims tortured by 
Reginald and Jonathan Carr that 
night. A CAT scan would reveal that 
the bullet had glanced off her skull. 
Investigators later concluded that a 
plastic hair clip Heidi was wearing 
deflected the bullet, saving her life. 
The police moved quickly, arrest- 
ing Reginald Carr at his girlfriend’s 
apartment at 6 a.m.; Jonathan was 
arrested shortly before noon. The 
brothers would be charged with 113 
criminal counts, including murder, 
kidnapping and sexual assault.

The trial started last September 
in Wichita. The evidence against 
the Carr brothers was over- 
whelming, but they appeared 
to be the least concerned 
people in the courtroom. 
Reginald sat stone faced, 
while his brother smirked and 
winked at the victims’ families. The 
Carrs were given the death sentence 
on November 14, which was also 
Reginald’s 24th birthday. Sitting 
in the courtroom, Jason Befort’s 
brother, Mark, leaned forward and 
whispered, “Happy birthday.” Carr 
screamed back obscenities as he was 
dragged away to death row. 


Heidi Smith is still on the grueling 
road to recovery as she rebuilds her 


| life. Although she'll never find a 


satisfactory answer as to why she 
had to endure such terror, Heidi did 


| learn that it was a cruel twist of fate 


that put her and her friends in the 
path of the Carrs’ rampage. Earlier 
on December 14, the Carrs had 
trailed a woman home with the 


| intention of returning later in the 
| evening and robbing her. Mixing up 
| which house was hers, they instead 


raided the next-door neighbors: 
Jason, Aaron and Brad. Today, 
Reginald and Jonathan Carr are 
awaiting execution in El Dorado 
Correctional Facility in Kansas. FHM

Sample the exercises that make Coach Calipari’s boys some of the NCAA’s toughest 


Dumbbell curls 
“For us, reps are more important than the amount of weight,” 
explains University of Memphis conditioning commander Ray 
“Rock” Oliver. “It helps in rebounding and in preventing upper- 
body injuries. Also, curls don’t put as much stress on the rotator 
cuff as bench pressing does.” Allow the weights to hang by your 
hips. Keeping your upper arms stable, curl the dumbbells 
upward toward your shoulders. Pretend you’re Yao Ming in foul 
trouble and keep your elbows at your side. 


The Tigers do: Four sets of 10 reps with an average of 70 pounds 


Leg curls 
“This works the hamstrings,” Rock says. “Hammies are overlooked 
with leg presses, squats and front-of-tthe-leg exercises.” These 
curls will increase your vertical leap and also ease the pain of 
getting down in a proper defensive stance, which Calipari 
demands of his players. Grip the front of the machine for support 
and inhale as you curl your legs up, making heels meet ass. Then 
exhale as you let them down. Hamstrings are often woefully 
under-conditioned, so don’t punk out if your progress is slow. 
The Tigers do: Four sets of 10 reps with an average of 130 pounds 


Bows and toes 

So named for the way you balance on your elbows and toes, this 
midsection workout will make your stomach burn like innocent 
storefronts after a Maryland national championship. Start prone 
on the ground, then lift up your midsection as pictured and hold 
it. It sounds easy, but you’ll quiver, moan and shriek as you 
realize how hard it is to keep your ass aloft for 15 to 20 seconds. 
Then rest for 10 to 20 seconds and do it all over again. “At Mem- 
phis, we try to get to 90 seconds,” Rock says. “Then we puke.” 
The Tigers do: 30 seconds, then 60 seconds, then 90 seconds

Therapy ball squat with dumbbells 

To help defensive posture and build endurance, the Tigers suffer 
through these killers after doing two to three sets of step-up 
squats. Jam an inflatable therapy ball between your back and a 
wall to prevent injury. With dumbbells by your sides, slowly slide 
down until your legs are at a 90-degree angle. Hold for a few 
seconds before coming back up. Think of it as sitting down 

in an invisible chair. Maybe for an invisible tea party. Of pain.
